The Separate School Inspector, in a report on his 
recent inspection of the South Bay Indian Day School, recom ends 
that the exterior of both buildings be painted. He states that 
the interior of the sohoolroom is most unattractive and needs 
renovating, and that the same is true of the teagher's rooms. 

He aleo states that the snow came in through the walle of the 
kitchen at the corners, and that it was difficult to keep it 
Ware, afd aleo that the cellar has been full of water. 


Please furnish a report ae to the above painting and 
repairs. You should state whether you would recommend that 
this work be done during the coming summer Vacation, and, if so, 
you ehoulau furnish an eatimate of the cost of the materials 
required and for the labour. You should state fully what repaire 
and painting you would recommend be performed to place the 
building in a thorough state of repair. 


You may arrange for the purchase and delivery of an 
enamel wash basin and a galvanised pail, also soreens for the 
windows.

If permissible,! wonle 
gugcest giving the building to some membere of South Bay 
Band,who are not allowed to cut timber on the Manitoulin 
Teland Unoeded Reserve,rather than acoept $15.00 for it, 


None of the Indians have asked for the building, 
but,I know that membere of South Bay Band have difficulty 
in getting lumber for building purposes. 


I would appreciate an early reply,as Capt, Comming 
ie in urgent need of lumber,and if his offer is accepted,he 
would like to get it immediately.

"Would you be kind enough to let us know if 
really this school belongs exclusively to the S.B. 
band (5 families in all) or if it has been paid also 
by the Indians of Wikwemikong band. This is what 
the latter say, that they also paid their share. 


"If it has been paid by the S.B. band only, 
would you be kind enough to grant us through Mr. 
Indian Agent the permission to use it only for that 
purpose of the church. 


"The residence of the teacher would be 
sufficient for that purpose, as the Indians are not 
numerous." 


Is this the same building to which you re- 
ferred in your letter of October 27 lest? If so, 
its demolition was authorized by my letter of 
November 1.

Whilst I was away on Monday last, Mr. Whitney was 
in the office and left the enclosed requisition and un- 
signed contract with some notes regarding them. 


It appears that Mr. Larsen is not willing to sign 
an#y contract. He is prepared to work and have the school 
ready as quickly as possible but due to the fact that the 
essential materials are not on the spot he is being slowed 
up now. He has been employed by us for this last five or 
six years and duting that time has done an exéellent job 
and I have no doubt he will do the same with the school 
if given a reasonable chance. 


I see by a copy of a letter to you dated June 16th 
that the Chapeau office wrote regarding shortages or errors 
in materd@l ordered. To date this has not been rectified 
anda whole month has passed. The plumbing items are covered 
in the attached_requisition. 


The letter referred to the Main Beam across the base- 
ment; 1,800tand 4,000' Gypsum Board 3/8"; 8 Sash and Frames 
for basement windows; Removable Windows and Screens for 
outside toilets; 5, 6" Metal Roof Jacks. The basement 
windows and beam are needed early in the construction, 
Further to this list, Mr. Whitney advises Sash Balances 
are the wrong sise. The Purchase order not having specified 
what size was required. 
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In view of the delay in this material, I find it 
difficult to question the wisdom of Mr. Larsen refusing to 
Sign the contract. Actually, it does not call for etther 
bonus or penalty and most people would sign it without any 
qualms. However, he is the type that will not sign or 
even promise anything unless he is fairly sure that he can 
fulfill the promise. 


To expedite construction I would suggest that the 
shortages or errors be traced and supplied as quickly as 
possible. If at all possible, I will try to get to the 
school before coming to Ottawa on July 26th.

Vacation Pay 


With reference to your memo, of the 5th instant, 
enclosing extract from a letter received from Superintendent 
Johnston, this office so far has had no definite information 
regarding vacation pay except that such an item has been 
noticed in details of cost plus contracte similar to that 
for Unemployment Insurance and Workmen's Compensation. The 
first I recall, and which was referred to you, was the build- 
ing of the school at Sarnia by Shaw Construction Company. 


It strikes me that thie is a matter for adminis- 
trative decision, and, having got into the construction business, 
is perhaps a matter which you should refer to Mr.Cory with a 
view to deciding as to whether the Branch is @ common employer 
in the accepted sense. I can, however, tell you of some 
information I gathered respecting vacation pay in a telephone 
conversation which I had with the head of our Cost Inspection 
and Audit Division, amd aleo of 4 personal opinion in the matter. 


First of all, it appears that vacation pay is 
a matter of labour legislation common to most of the Provinces. 
In Ontario particulerly, where the work being supervised by 
Mr. Johnston is involved, the matter is under the direction 
of the Industry and Labour Board, Department of Labour, and 
the Act is identified as “Hours of Work and Vacations with 
Pay in Industrial Undertakings*®. The method followed is 
that the employer obtains special stamps from the Province 
and affixes them to the book of the workman, This book is 
earried by him from job to job and at the end of the year, 
due to the fact that he worked 52 weeks, he is entitled to 
claim vacation pay from the Province, presumably at some 
local Provincial Employment office. 


It would seem, therefore, that if a White man 
ordinarily employed at his trade comes to work for the 
Branch from another employer and is in possession of a book, 
we have no option but to continue making the contributions 
on his behalf. Om the other hand, the question of recognizing 
Indian labour as being entitled to vacation pay might be far 
reaching in its effects om the Branch generally. I take it 
that the Indians could be considered simply as casual labour 
on the reserve, and it is only incidental that presently 
they may be employed in the building of a school having come 
from doing such work as building Indian houses rare to @ 
very large extent is @ welfare or relief matter) or from 
employment on roads, fencing or digging ditches, for none of 
which I am sure to date the question of vacation pay has ever 


been discussed. 
If 
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If, therefore, you do not feel like advising 
Mr. Jobneton that Indien labour should not be considered 
as entitled to vacation pay, I would suggest that you 


consult Mr. Cory or write direct to the Provincisl Depart- 
ment of Labour for a ruling.

1. Wikwemikong Indian Day School - The school 
plumbing is leaking between the two floors above the 
kitchen. The Agent has been authorized to have this 
checked immediately and the necessary repairs made. 

The school roof leaks at two places. ‘The Agent has 

been authorized to have this thoroughly inspected and 
have the spots where the leakage occurs re-shingled. 

This may entail a few shingles or a couple of square 
feet. However, as it is ruining the ceilings and walls, 
it was necessary to have this done immediately. Ceilings 
at the spot of leakage will have to be re-plastered. It 
is not more than a few square feet at each spot. 


There is plenty of water in the well but apparently 
the cylinder of the pump is leaking and would need new 
leathers. The Agent has been asked to have this done. It 
should entail very little expense. 


The Department confirms the decisions made by Mr. 
Doucet and wish you to have the above done as soon as possible, 


We have received your wire re the condenser and coil 
for the electrical plant. These articles have been ordered 
through Fairbanks-Morse and will be forwarded to you as soon 
as they arrive. 


2. West Bay Indian Day Sehool. « A great deal of the 
cold air enters the kitehen from the foundation. This 
should be thoroughly banked with the surrounding soil in 
the Fall and in the Spring cleared away to prevent the 
lumber from decaying. Prices should be obtained immediately 
from an insulation company on insulating the school and 
residence, 
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A storm porch approximately 5° x 6' should be 
built at the entrance of the second classroom. 


The Department desires you to obtain prices for 
this insulation at your earliest convenience and also 
the cost of building the above mentioned porch. 


3. Lakeview and Murray Hill - You are authorized 
to use the rock siding insul brick instead of the red 
briek for the Lakeview School and if the Company 
supplying the asbestos shingles for the siding of the 
Murray Hill School is willing to substitute the rock 
insul brick, you are hereby authorized to make this 
substitution. 


Obtain a contract for the forced air stoker fed 
heating plant for the Lakeview two-room school and the 
gravity system with the automatic draft controls for the 
Murray Hill one-room Day School. Have these contracts 
sent to this office at your earliest convenience so that 
the construction of these buildings may not be held up 
by the heating installation.

With reference to the water supply at 
thie school, Mr, Ferguson has now had a pump 
inatalled in the well and it is found considerable 
gravel or eand has come up in the casing leaving 
only six or seven feet of water in the casing, 
It will only supply one pail of water about every 
four or five minutes which will, unlese it improves, 
be inadequate, 


The Driller thinks it may improve with 
constant use, however, I em rather doubtful and 
unless it improves greatly during the pouring of 
the concrete, I would suggest trying to have it 
deepened, The driller claime he had considerable 
difficulty getting down the last ten feet on account 
of boulders and caving in, This would appear to 
me to indicate we are close to bed rock and it may 
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be necessary to drill into rock to get an adequate 
water supply for this school, 


Some water was struck at about fifty feet 
and I considered by putting the casing too deep, we 
might shut the water out altogether but I am of the 
opinion now that it requires deepening,

tendency to rot the sheathing, that moisture does not 
escape and Mr, Fergugom is inclined to believe that the 
insulation would become damp and would not dry out 
properly with the use of ineul brick siding. 


I also note that the purchase order 
issued to Mra, Anne Buck for Murray Hill School calls 
for asbeatos shinglea so that I would be pleased to have 
it definitely establiehed which ie to be used on each 
achool, 


I do not like the appearance of a red 
siding with a blue roof and if it ia decided to use the 
ineul siding, I would suggest using a stone block effect 
which ia now available in white and will give a much 
better appearance with a blue roof than a red brick 
siding, 


[t ie also noted the epecifications 


eall for urinal troughs and glazed doors on the toilet.

From his recent visit to several schools 
in your Agency, Mr. Doucet reports the following: 


1. Wikwemikong Indian Day School - The school 
plumbing is leaking between the two floors above the 
kitchen. The Agent has been authorized to have this 
checked immediately and the necessary repairs made. 

The school roof leaks at two places. The Agent has 

been authorized to have this thoroughly inspected and 
have the spots where the leakage occurs re-shingled. 

This may entail a few shingles or a couple of square 
feet. However, as it is ruining the ceilings and walls, 
it was necessary to have this done immediately. Ceilings 
at the spot of leakage will have to be re-pjastered. 

It is not more than a fewssquare feet at each spot. 


There is plenty of water in the well but apparently 
the cylinder of the pump is leaking and would need new 
leathers. The Agent has been asked to have this done. It 
should entail very little expense. 


The Department confirms the decisions made by Mr. 
Doucet and wish you to have the above done as soon as 
possible. 


We have received your wire re the condenser and coil 
for the electrical plant. These articles have been 
ordered through Fairbanks-Morse and will be forwarded to 
you as soon as they arrive. 


2. West Bay Indian Day School - A great deal of the 
cold air enters the kitchen from the foundation . This 
should be thoroughly banked with the surrounding soil in 
the Fall and in the Spring cleared away to prevent the 
lumber from decaying. Prines should be obtained immediately 
from an insulation company on insulating the school and 
residence.

A storm porch approximately 5'x6' should be 
built at the entrance of the second classroom, 


The Department desires you to obtain prices 
for this insulation at your earliest convenience 
and also the cost of building the above mentioned porch. 


3. Lakeview and Murray Hill - You are authorized 
to use the rock siding insul brick instead of the red 
brick for the Lakeview School and if the Company 
supplying the a@bestos shingles for the siding of the 
Murray Hill School is willing to substitute the rock 
insul brick, you are hereby authorized to make this 
substitution. 


Obtain a contract for the forced air stoker fed 
heating plant for the Lakeview two-room school and the 
gravity system with the automatic draft controls for the 
Murray Hill one-room Day School. Have these contracts 
sent to this office at your earliest convenience so that 
the construction of these buildings may not be held up 
by the heating installation.

We have received the quotation on the 
installation of the heating system at Lakeview Indian 
Day School, We wish to submit the following for the 
consideration of the contractor: 


1. We do not favour the iron fireman as a stoker. 
It is a soft coal burner and has caused considerable 
teeuble in homes using them. Were, I refer to reports 
which I have received from people using them in Ottawa. 
We definitely prefer the anthravite coal stoker. 
Enclosed you will find literature describing the Volcano 
anthracite stoker, The Ottawa representative has written 
directly to the company to find out if they have any 
representative in Little Current. If not, we will make 
arrangements so that Mr. Charlton may obtain ome. The 
stoker uses Buckwheat, White &sh, the coal that does not 
Clinker, I fesl certain that this type can be obtained 
in Little Current, The pit below the furnace makes 
cinder removal more convenient, 


2e In looking over the pena we have noticed that 
e 


it is going to be rather inconvenient to control the heat 
in the various sections. By this we mean the two class- 
roome and residence, Sach of these three sections should 
be separate and controlled qescorenty automatically by 
means of electric dampers. ow Gan eee the necessity of 
reducing the heat in the classrooms over the @eekeend 

and for holidays, On the other hand, it might preve 
necessary to reduce the heat in the Living quarters 

during the day. This can be efficiently done omly by megne 
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of these automatic controls and the installation of a 
thermostat on each of these sections, That is, one for 
each classroom and one in the living-room of the teacherage. 
The increased cost of this installation should not exceed 
$150. We do not know whether the furnace dealers in Little 
Current are familiar with this system. It is rather a 
simple system and is similar to the automatic control in 

the smoke stack, 


3, The implementation of the above would require 
a different division in the feed ducts from the furnace. 
One duct should go to the residence and branch off, 
Another duct for the classroom should branch off so as to 
isolate each room. The contractor will readily see the 
necessity for this. 


at 

4h, We look favourably on the idea of the duct 
above the blackboards. We would greatly prefer to have 
these heating ducts in the partition. We realize thst 
this could not be done in the cloakroom but we believe 
that other simple arrangements could be made for them 
even putting them in the floor if no other alternative 
were possible. We realize that the heating Engineers 
must have some reason for heating the classrooms in 
this way but we can not readily see this reason. Should 
it be impossible to carry out our instructions on this 
point, we would not be too insistent upon it. 


We are prepared to endeavour to obtain from 
our Purchasing Branch, the seventy-five sheets of galvanized 
iron (3 ft. x 8 ft. 26 gauge) but to do this it will be 
necessary for the contractor to delete from his contract the 
price of this material. Otherwise, it would be difficult 
for us to obtain priority. 


We are returning the blueprints so that the 
plumbing, heating contractor can take note of the various 
points mentioned above and return to us if possible by 
return mail his new contract price so that we may submit 
it over to Head Office for approval.

hereunder in which he recommends that the increase in 
the salary of the désistant teacher of the Oheweken 
Public school of $50.00 per annw »Which was: appxm- 
voted by the Six Nations Council on the 7th ulto.be 
mot approved by the Department,I beg to say that Mr 
Cameron states that it would be unfair to the other 
unqualified teachers on the reserve,who are in charge 

schools,to pay Mr Miller,who igs omly an assistant 
and has met any teaching qualifications a higher 
Salary than they receive. Although Mr Miller may 
not hold Provincial qualifica tions ,he has had twenty 
years experience as a teacher and had charge of the 
Thomas school until it was closed,when he accepted 
the postition of assistant teacher at Ohsweken, Elis 
salary at the Thomas school was $462.50 per annum, 
and if the Indians are willing to give him $350.00 
at Ohsweken,I think that his success and long serviee 
would entitle him to this amount, 

The qualified teachers on the reserve to 
whom Mr Bameron refers as receiving lower salaries 
are birds of passage,filling in their time to qual t- 
fy for a higher grade certificate, 

Mr Cameron again calls the attention of 
the Department to the diffdoulties: that have te be 


contended with when the schools are managed under two 
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different boards,and suggests that he be instructed to 
notify the Council that after the ensuing year the 
schools are to be under one béard.As the two boards 

do not work harmomiously ;Mr Camerom thimks that there 
should only be one board for all the Six Nations 
schools and that the Indians should not have sole 
comtrol af any one of the schools,or the Oheweken 
school in particular. When Mr Camerom was here im 
the early summer with Rev.Mr Ashtom,he urged his 

views on the Department that there should be but ane 
board and the Indians should not have control,as 

they would use their power for their own purposes 

and not for the educational benefit of the band. 


On the 28th Jan. last prepared a memor= 
andum on the applicatiém from the Six Nations Couneil 
for the appoitment of Trustees to manage the Chewelah 
school ,which takes the place of the old Thomas schoael 


which was under such a management.. On this you ruled 


that as the Indians appeared to have managed the 


school well,they should be allowed to comtimue,and 


Mir Supt.

The trustees of these schools presented a report 
for the year 1904, I attach same marked "Exhibit A" to mim 
utes. You will observe the report recommends that the 
drain should have larger tiles to carry off the water from 
the cellar also recommends that a janitor be appointed for 
the Ohsweken School, with these exceptions the report was 
adopted. The Chiefs referred the question of laying a 
larger tile to the Inspector of Works to report at a sub- 
sequent meeting. As to the appointing of a janitor for 
the Ohsweken School, the Chiefs decided to refer the same 
to a committee of Chiefs who will make enquiries as to the 
custom of employing a janitor in schools off the reserve.

The Counoil of the Six Nations on Aug, 9th. I9IT 
authoriged ocartain repairs to a number of schov.ls on the reserve - 
among the number being school No. 2, and a list of the repairs 
considered necessary, Made out by Messrs Jamieson and Hill, 
which, however, does not mention all the repairs actually done, 
is also on file, This was approved by the Dept. on Aug, ISth, 

The next correspondence ia an extract from the 
minutes of a meeting of the Council of Jan, 6th., I9IT4%, when 
the Counoil"again postponed consideration of the account" for 
these repairs made by Messrs Bennett & Bowden, but instructed 
the Fire Inapectors to examine the work and account and report, 
This they did at a meeting on the 29th. Jan, I9I4%, Their report 
stated that the charges were excessive, and after much discussion 
the Counoil unanimously decided to confirm this repgrt. The 
original account was for $409.75, and the Inspectors out it down 
to $250.58 - a difference of $159.75 . 

Chief Johnson, writing on Jan, 23rd. throws Wr. 
Cockshutt, charges tie Counoil with unduly outting down the 


account, and gives as reason for their doing so the opinion 
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2. 
that the Counoil took this means of discouraging the <iving of 
work on the reserve to white men, He stated that the Counoil 
during the last few years had authorized the Inspeotor of Works 
to have odd repairs made to the school, and these jobe had gone 
to the fRiends of the Inspector, with the result that the repairs 
had been both insuffiociert and badly done. 

Mr. Superintendent Smith in his report of Feb. 2nd, 
gives his opinion that a good many of the statements made by Mr. 
Johnson could not be borne out by facts. He points out that one 
item in the Bennett & Bowden account is for $54.50 for board, 
Mrs, Johnson, when asked how moh she received, finds only 29.50 
while Bennett & Bowden were working on the sohool,- but wr, Smith 
adds that there was a further amount ( he does not say how much) 
for beard during the time the oontractors were working on the 
Church, The contractors claim that the whole of this amount was 
paid Mrs, Johnson, and ask that the aooount be investigated , as 

good value had been given for material and work, 

The Superintendent submits that the Council had 

Jone only a little patchwork from time to time, and that though 
t would have been better to oall for tenders for painting the 
building, Wr. Johnson was justified in having the steps, doors 
and wall repaired immediately, Mr. Smith states in conclusion 
that the Counoil had reduced the aocount too moh, as the work 
appeared to have been well done, and the appearance of the 


building was juch improved in consequanos,

I beg to report that I have made inspection 
of“school house No. 2 at Ohsweken, Six Nations Reserve. 


I found this building to be in a dangerous cone 
dition. Owing to the settling of the stone foundation 
walls the exterior walle are gradually bulging towards 
the outside, with the result thet the joists on the 
ground floor are resting only a few inches on the wooden 
beams under the centre of the clase rooms. The foof 
and eaves troughs are also in need of repaira. 


I would recommend that the Superintendent be auth- 
orized to have the whole of the plastered ceiling which 
is in a poor condition in the basement removed, and that 
all the joists be bolted together. It is also necessary 
that the walle be straightened out, and tied together 
by meane of steel rods with turned buckles. While the 
carpenters are there, I would suggest thet they examine 
the upper part of the building by raising the floors, eta. 
in order to find out if any similar work is required above 
the ground floor.

I beg to report that acting upon 
instructions received from you I,to-day, ins peoted 
No. 2 school at Oheweken, the foundation of which 
is sinking and has been reported as unsafe. 

I found the joists on the main ficer 
éGvawing off the beams, there being evidence of 
recent movements I inapected the joiete in the roof 
and found that som of these had also slightly drawn 
but not so moh as these on the main flecr, nor 
apparently as recently.e 

About twelve months ago tie rods were 
installed and as a promounced movement has s ince 
taken place it has been assumed that these rods 
were not doing their worke Upon inspection, however, 
I found that the bolts and plates on the outer ends 
of these rods were loose and the plates were not 
functioning at alle 

The trouble is caused by the subsidence 
of the foundations which is greatiy due to seepage 
of water between the wall and the ground outside and 
also, I understand, that when the building wae put 
up the foundation trenches were Gug toodeep and sub= 
sequently filled in with looge rubble to the required 
depth. I found that the cement work around the water 
pipes was full of holes and apparently most of the 
water from the Poof is running down alongside the 
foundat ions 


I am of opimion that there is no 
immediate danger if proper precautions are taken. 
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= 
o I recomend :« 


le That the rods be imediately tightened all overs 
@e That the cement around the water pipes outflows 
on the ground be repaired. 
Se That all outside cracks be pointed and carefully 
watched. 
4c That marked wedges be put in the existing openings 
between the joiste and the beams and carefully watcheds 
Se That the bearing of the cellar joists be increased 
by spiking pieces of 2" x 4" to them 
6. That the loese bricks on the top of the chimmey 
be removed and the window and Acer arches be re-keyped 
and re-pointed and watched. 
I do not think that the tendency of the wall 
on the north west corner to bulge is sufficiently serious 
not to be counteracted by the tie rods after they are 
kept properly tightened, and if there was any tendency 
to fall inwards, which there is not it would be stayed 
by the joists 
The suggestions which 4 now make are, & courses 
temporary to <ié4 ower the winter but 1 think that the whole 
question of the condition of the foumfation of this school 
should be gone into as soon as mason work becomes practical 
in the spring when it will be @ question for the Departmental 
architect to decide whether the school should com dom 
or be jacked up and the foundation remered safe. 
Panally I would add that you visited the 
Reserve with me where we met Mr. Albert “111, who i 
understand built Noe 6 & 11 schools and who has under- 
taken that these measurea, by m shall be at once carried out.

Superintendent Morgan has submitted two accounts 
in connection with the erection of No. 2 school-house on the 
Six Nations Reserve which I am not prepared to pass for pay- 
ment as I consider the charges excessive, 


In letter of 3nd instant, the accounts were referred 
to Superintendent Morgan pointing out the excessive charges and 
no satisfactory explanation has been given, 


The firet is the account of Turnbull & Sons for 
$711.74 for repairing two hot air furnaces. New furnaces could 
be bought for §$300,00 each. The large item in the account is 
$247.60 for labour and yet we have only two old furnaces over- 
hauled, 


The other is the account of Turnbull & Outcliffe 
for painting material amounting to $763.63 which seems excessive 
for painting a two room school-house. Six Dollars ($6.00) a 
gallon has been allowed for paint while last summer paint for 
other school-houses on the Reserve was purchased for 3.60 for 
outeide white and at that time this same firm quoted 4.95 per 
gallon. 


The reason given for the high price of the paint is 
that the roads were bad and paint could be got in small quanti- 
ties only but the gross amount required could have been contract- 
ed for. 


It is also stated that the paint is a superior qual- 
ity to what was supplied for use on other sohool-houses and no 
reason given why better paint was required on this building than 
on others on the Reserve. 


It ia desired to know if you favour passing these

With regard to the furnaces the cost of which was 9711.04 
this price includes the complete overhauling of not only the 
furnaces tut all the piping. In the memrandum hereunder it 
is noted that new furnaces could be bought for $500.00 each, 
This amount is only for the furnaces and represents a small 
Portion of the necessary labour and material required to make 
the installation as it now stands, and it wold therefore have 
cost considerably more than the amount of the accounts submitted, if new

or to be stuck, the contractor to be stuck pretty severely or to 
be let out, The repairs were not properly done; scarcely an 
item can be said to have been properly done. There was @ charge 
against me for damaging the house, I was told the charge was ma 
in Council by Hilton Hill, Clerk of the Indian office, that I 
had been holding frequent dances in my house, and damaging the 
floors, and knocking off the plaster. The statement is not 
true, far during all the time I have been on the Reserve I have | 
only had one dancing party, and that was in the kitchen, There 
were a few friends in once lant winter, At the time he made the 
statement, it was only the one time after many years, I might 
say that the representation was made at the time this was 
discussed. That is all I have to eay unless we take up the 
different items, and show how badly the work was dome, For 
instance, the sfhingling; the house had never leaked until 

it was repaired a year ago last month, end now it leaks down by 
the chimney, evidently from the chimney being improperly flashed.

I remember the t' me when the 
house was being repaired. I remember Mr. Clark complad ngyt 0 
Mr. Jamieson about the specifications and repairs. I mara 
them talking frequently. Mr. Jamieson did not seem to want to 
discuss the question at all. He looked around the rooms and 
gaia the contractors said it was finished, and Mr. Clark asked 
him if he would not make an examination of the work, but he 
did net do so, and at that time there had been no inspection 
of the work at all, Evidently he thought what the contractors 
said wae all right. He wowld not inspect it at that time. I 
happened to be in Mr. Clark's that evening. I notiwved the 
verandah floor; you had to waeéh carefully, a persen might easily 
break his leg. The house wae in a pretty dilapidated condition. 
The water is quite rily in the cistern now; Mr. Clark poured 
water into the sink, and I could see the water dripping into 
the cistern, and what wan more serious than that wae no trap; 
the fermentation was considerable, it came right into the 
kiteohen. 

Cross-examined by MR. HEYD: 


I do not know where this waste fran the sink goes ta, 


Glerk tells me it ie ont in the yara. ({ 
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Iam not gure that it has any outlet, I can gay that there 
iso trap at the waste pipe, My.Olark poured some water in 
the sink, and I noticed some trickling into the cistern. from 
fiome place, i had to light @ match to sec, and the water in 
thé cistern was a whitish coler. I did not take a sample of it, 
Mr/ Clark said the work was wrong and he wanted to show Mr. 
Jamieson the work; wMr/ Clark was objecting to the work. Mr, 
Jamieson did not want to examine the work apparently, I could 
not say how long it wae after the work was completed, I did 
not’ keep any tab at all on what they were doing. I just 
happened to be ot Mr, Olark's that evening, The verandah floor 
was bad before it was repaired, So far as I can gee it is 
all right since. 

To MR, HOLEINRAKY: Mr, Clark would have told ir, 
Jamieson what the defects were, and they both got a little 
angry. Mr, Jamieson would not listen, He said the contractors

lam Inspector of Works on the Reserve. I got authority 


from the Council to examine this house. The Chiefs in Council

Thomas is a chief, J 
and a good contractor, a geod reliable man, He took the 
job according to the specifications, except one, this pert thet 
is scratehed off. We had this fixed before the contract was let. 
I altered the specifications a little bit by striking out some 
on.the last page, It was struck out because it had been done / 
before the contract was let, His tender was for $193.00 with 
those two items struck out, He then went to work and first 
the necessary materials, He engaged men to do the work; they 
"were competent men, I think he finished the work according to 
0 the specifications, I was there while the work was being done 
most every day, and I saw it was being done according to 
Specifications. When the work was done it was according to 
specifications, excepting a few changes, There was the waste 


pipe; when we were first discussing the repairs we thought the 


waste pipe from the aink would go from the cistern into the 


overflow, right through the -/ 
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We discussed the matter, and. I presume it was by Mr. Clark's 
own knowledge then we changed it to go around thie other way. 
It cost a little more and more piping. When it was first 
diseussed with Mr, (lark the idea was to run the pape through 
the cistern, and I thought it would be better to have the pipe 
run around the cistern.

The question of reimbursing Doxtator has 
been gone into a number of times and, while we have no 
doubt that he advanced the money in good faith,it was 
not for purposes that could be countenanced by the 
Department, 


It is true that the Department could override 
the decision of the elective council of the Six Nations 
but I would hesitate to recommend to the Honourable 
the Superintendent General the exercise of such 
arbitrary powers in a matter that would ordinarily 
Come within the autonomous jurisdiction of the elective 
council, 


In the event of the Superintendent of the 
Six Nutions reporting Doxtator to be in need of relief, 
any necessary assistance will be authorized and paid 
for out of appropriation,

We have been consulted on behalf of Isaac 
Doxtater, an Imd@dan residing on the Reserve here at Brantford. 
It appears that in 1921 he purchased from the then hereditary 
Chiefs a portion of land and premises known as Teacher's 
Residence at Ohsweken and paid the sum of $625.00. He re~ 
sided en the premises until the Spring of 1925. In the 
interval there had been a change in the method of Government 
on the Reserve and an elective council became the governing 
authority rather than the hereditary chiefs. In the Spring 
of 1925, six months after the new council took office, they 
dispossessed this old gentleman of the property. Since that 
time he has been endeavoring without a great deal of success 
to obtain some redress. The action for dispossession was taken 
by the then local Superintegdent, Col. Morgan, and Doxtater 
finally left the place on the lst day of May, 1925. He holds 
a proper quit claim deed from the Chiefs and he is now in 
very serious circumstances and except for a small old age 
pension, which he receives, is without any means of support. 
Personally, it appears that this man has suffered a great 
injustice and I feel that if this matter was brought to the 
proper authorities at Ottawa, his case would be fairly dealt 
with. If you wish me to forward the quit claim deed, I would 
be glad to do so. It was mproved by the Couneil on the lst 
day of August, 192).

As far as Doxtater was concerned, he was not 
involved in this, but he is now called upon to suffer in his 
old age by the very unfair attitude adopted by the present 
governing body. 


Mr. George Wood, the representative of Brant in the 
Federal House, has been in to see the writer concerning the 
matter. tt appears that he has investigated it alse, and 
feels that a great injustice has been done. Personally, we 
feel that your Department shoutd either cause the present 
Council to re-imburse D@tater, or if this is not within 
your rights, that the Indian Department then should take some 
action,
